COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court presented its revised 
crim in al 
ru les 
to 
the 
G eneral 
Assembly today. 
Chief Justice C. William O'Neill said 
the court adopted 95 per cent of the 
am endm ents 
suggested 
by 
special 
com m ittees of the House and Senate. 
Most of the change, O’Neill said, 
were to make the rules conform to the 
recently enacted crim inal code. 
One of the m ost important changes 
requested by the legislators, which the 
court adopted, was keep the size of a 
jury in felony cases at 12 persons. 
The last session of the legislator 
turned down the proposed rules, with 
argum ents in the House that the court 
had turned its back on legislative 
suggestions for changes. 
At the tim e, the legislature was irked 
with the court for rejecting two con­ 
stitutional am endm ent proposals it has 
passed. The court said they were 
“sloppily drafted.” 
Under the constitution, the rules go 
into effect autom atically July I unless 
the legislature should cast a negative 
vote, which it did last year. 
The revised version was submitted 
to the General Assembly Jan. 12 but 
were put in the pending file until today 
to allow proposed am endm ents.

Addressing a nationwide television- 
radio audience on the 100th day of his

“ In any organization, the man at the 
top m ust bear the responsibility. That 
responsibility, therefore, belongs here, 
in this office. I accept it.” 
But he pictured him self as the vic­ 
tim, for nine months, of lies by trusted 
associates who, he said, convinced him 
no one in his adm inistration was in­

He urged everyone 
there to really work at doing the things 
necessary to teach and help older per­ 
sons to live active, useful lives. 
Mrs. Alice Morrow, Director of 
Volunteer services for Lancaster 
YWCA introduced the people who 
would lead the various workshops. 
They were: Miss Mary E. Duvall, Co- 
Ordinator of Volunteer Services, Good 
Samaritan Medical Center, Zanesville, 
and Program Director and Manage­ 
ment Consultant for Franciscan Com­ 
munity Meals and Centers, a rnulti- 
county organization. Miss Duvall led 
lier groups in discussing nutrition for 
older persons, and Meals on Wheels in 
particular. Consultation help is avail­ 
able for the asking from her office. She 
explained that their operations are 
carried out with volunteer help for de­ 
livering the meals which are prepared 
at a restaurant. 
Menus are designed for the persons 
to whom the meals are delivered, and 
may be for special diets, such as dia­ 
r i e s , those with kidney disease etc. 
The cost of the meal is covered by a set 
charge to the person receiving the 
meal, but those eligible for assistance 
through the Food Stamp program, 
may apply that amount to the cost of 
the meals. Although Meals on Wheels 
is designed primarily for those over 60 
who are unable to cook for themselves 
and unable to go out to a restaurant, 
occasionally even younger people can 
be accommodated, as in the case of a 
person recuperating from an illness 
and needing temporary assistance 
with meals. Miss Duvall also stressed 
the tremendous im portance these 
daily visits had in just bringing a 
cheery note to the lonely persons 
confined to four walls. 
Rev. Biddie was the leader in the 
Housing workshop. He urged those 
present to write to tlieir legislators, re­ 
questing more action tx* taken im­ 
mediately to bring some relief to peo­ 
ple living in sub-standard housing but 
still paying high rents. Senate Bill 103 
is one which will (Hit more responsibil­ 
ity on the I ^milord, to keep his prop­ 
erty in decent shape for living. House 
Bill 870 is for State-financed housing. 
Neither of these has come out of com­ 
mittee for voting as yet, so letters to 
State Representatives and Senators 
would lie helpful with this. 
Don Bainter, superintendent of 
iwirks of I-incaster was the leader in 
the discussions on Center programs 
and activities. He described Hie needs 
<»f a Center as “working with people, 
for people, doing what they enjoy”. He 
emphasized the need to reach more 
people, and conceded that men are 
harder to interest than women. He 
mentioned a few sources for interest­ 
ing and educational programs which 
might I ie presented, such as speakers 
from the liar Association, Fire I n ­ 
vention, City or County Auditors of­ 
fices, Schools, movies from the library 
etc. 
Mrs. Lois Dale, of Clermont County, 
was the leader in discussing Transpor­ 
tation problems. Clermont County has 
a [Herniation of KH),(HK) but has no towns 
larger than 5,(HH) There is no public 
transportation anywhere in 
the 
County. They have recently negotiated 
successfully for a maxi-bus which they 


will use daily to transport senior 
citizens to the Senior Center, and from 
there to the grocery, doctor, bank, 
Courthouse. There will be a set sched­ 
ule observed so the people throughout 
the County will know how to plan their 
trips. The bus will be able to serve 
from 20 to 30 people per day, with the 
passengers paying a minimum service 
charge.

EPA Chief Opens 
Duties With FBI 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers today said 
that 
“ not 
w ithstanding 
the 
violations...there is a good possibility 
the ceasefire will become effective in 
Vietnam.” 
The secretary told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee there 
are several encouraging signs in 
Vietnam despite continued breaches of 
the Jan. 27 cease-fire agreement by 
Hanoi and its allies. 
He listed these positive signs: 
—Fighting in South Vietnam “is at 
about its lowest point since the cease­ 
fire.” 
—The two Vietnamese sides are 
discussing in Paris a political set­ 
tlement 
for 
the 
South, 
and 
this 
“provides some hope” for a peaceful 
determination of the South Vietnamese 
people’s future.” 
—Exchanges of civilian prisoners by 
the two sides continue to be carried 
out. 
“ G en erally ,” Rogers said, “ the 
feeling on my part” is that peace can 
be obtained in the area. 
In his prepared rem arks, delivered 
before his spontaneous optim istic 
assessment, the secretary appeared 
slightly more concerned about the 
possibility of a settlement. 
For instance, he said: “ In Southeast 
Asia, 
developm ents 
have 
been 
disappointing in the last few weeks. We 
are greatly concerned over the 
repeated and serious violations of the 
Vietnam peace agreement by the 
Communist side.” 
Rogers told the committee that he 
was prepared to enter into the record a 
detailed 
discussion 
concerning 
presidential authority for bombing in 
Cambodia. 
The committee agreed to this, and 
the statement was put on the record 
but not made available to newsmen 
immediately.

“When fishing or canoeing in the 
stream, you really feel the wilder­ 
ness,” said Richard Moseley of the 
Ohio 
D epartm ent 
of 
N atural 
Resources. 
Moseley has the job of discovering 
these streams and using the power of 
state government to protect them from 
the encroachment of business and 
residential developments. 
That power isn’t sure-fire. State law 
does give the director of natural 
resources the right to pass judgment 
on public projects along Ohio’s rivers. 
“ But, when it comes to private 
development,” said Moseley, 
“we 
liave to work through local govern­ 
m ents to develop land-use plans 
compatible with the rivers.” 
That when the state has to use its 
powers of persuasion. 
Soon he will recommend designating 
little Beaver Creek in Columbiana 
County as a wild river. The same tag 
will be given to six miles of Clear Fork 
near Mohican State Park in central 
Ohio and seven miles of the upper 
Cuyahoga River in Geauga County. 
Moseley said the purpose of the wild 
river designation is to insure that the 
rivers remain in their wild state-free 
flowing, clean, lined with natural 
vegetation and not easily accessible. 
“Once the river is designated,” 
Moseley said, “the department will 
manage the stream to limit its use. We 
won’t I ie developing picnic areas or 
campsites along the banks.” 
He said the department will also 
maintain the foliage along the rivers. 
“This is the best way to manage these 
wild areas,” he said. “If people only 
have a tew places to walk to get to the 
stream, that reduces tin* use.” 
A scenic river still has some wild 
atmosphere, but the banks have been 
developed for homes arni businesses. A 
recreational river is used by Ixiat 
owners and fishermen and has beat 


developed more heavily than a scenic 
river. 
Scheduled to be listed as scenic are 
the Little Miami River, Sandusky 
River, Grand River, Olentangy River, 
Big Darby Creek and the Maumee 
River from 
the 
Indiana 
line

Defiance. Recreational rivers are the 
Tuscarawas and the Maumee from 
Defiance to Perrysburg.

These patients 
were in fact periodically examined in 
the Tuskegee Study. 
Over the ensuing years, a majority 
of tin* original patients received some 
sort of treatm ent. A few patients 
disappeared, as people sometimes do. 
Others died, which is not surprising, 
since by 1972 the age of the original 
group would have been in the 65-95 
range. 
All this is, of course, terribly un­ 
satisfying em otionally: a routine 
scientific study, with no cruelty or 
sadism involved. Still, the facts will 
probably never catch up with the 
original mythic

I ve been alarmed at the amount of 
children in Pickaway and nearby 
counties who are in trouble with the 
law and are detained in jail and then 
sent to juvenile centers. I know of one 
15-year-old lx>y who was taken from 
the Pickaway County jail to a hearing 
where it was decided he be sent to a 
center in Columbus. 
His parents were not notified and 
therefore weren’t present at the hear­ 
ing to say anything in their son’s lie- 
half. He wasn’t represented in any 
way. I feel his rights were not upheld in 
that court. Children all over the United 
States are being placed in juvenile 
centers or reform schools. These 
schools are called by different names 
but most of them are little better than 
child prisons. 
One source of factual information 
I’ve found is a book, “Our Children’s 
Keepers,” by la rry Cole. The cases of 
indifference, neglect and cruelties 
made mc cry and mostly very angry. 
Hopefully enough people will be­ 
come concerned and try to change 
conditions in these places. I realize the 
problems liegin in a child’s home, but 
if a child is unlucky enough to need 
outside help, let us make it the proper 
kind that will teach him how to respect 
others as well as himself. Thank you 
for allowing me to speak out on this 
important subject.

One of the most distressing problems 
in very young children is an attack of 
croup. 
This sudden episode of difficulty in 
breathing is almost always associated 
with an upper respiratory infection. It 
is a terrifying experience for both the 
child and the parents. 
Acute infectioas of the tonsils and 
adenoids may cause a swelling of the 
lining of the larynx, or voice box, and 
interfere with the free flow of air into 
the lungs. 
One of the most severe types of 
obstruction of air was once caused by 
diphtheria. This, fortunately, has been 
com pletely 
elim inated 
by 
im ­ 
munization with the diphtheria vac­ 
cine which all children supposedly 
receive in early infancy. 
Some children are born with an 
unusually narrow larynx. The slightest 
swelling may make them hoarse, and 
cause difficulty in breathing. As these 
children grow older, the larynx grows 
wider, and the attacks of croup come 
on less often and are less severe. 
Acute infections of the larynx with 
the complication of croup are actively 
treated 
with 
antibiotics. 
This 
alleviates tile anxiety once associated 
with croup. 
Grandmothers, a select group of 
consulting homegrown “physicians,” 
always wisely suggest the application 
of steam. Steam in any form brings 
relief to the child suffering from croup. 
It is astonishing how quickly a child 
with breathing difficulty calms down 
when the mother holds him securely in 
a bathroom filled with steam. 
'Hhis is an excellent first-aid treat­ 


ment that should be started even 
before the doctor arrives. 
A fine way to concentrate steam is to 
open an umbrella over a vaporizer. A 
sheet placed over the umbrella makes 
an excellent tent. It is not necessary 
for a child, or an adult, to be close to 
the vaporizer, but the gentle steam 
which makes breathing easier and 
brings relief from the spasm of croup. 
Small children should never be left 
alone under such a tent. Unstable 
vaporizers can be hazardous; they can 
tip over and cause severe burns. 
Reassurance is one of the most 
important aspects of proper handling 
with croup. Children who sense the 
anxiety of parents reflect it very 
quickly in more difficulty in breathing. 
With assurance children will usually 
fall asleep, surrounded by steam and 
the mother’s arms. 


My 14-year-old boy is interested in 
weightlifting. Is there any reason why 
he should not be permitted this type of 
exercise?

Dear Mrs. H.: 
This is an excellent form of exercise 
when learned under proper super­ 
vision. 
There is a great art in learning how 
to progressively increase the weight 
lifting. 
lYoper conditioning and preparation 
are essential. The one single problem 
that arises is the possibility of causing 
a hernia. Have your son examined 
before embarking on this rigorous 
program. 


Urge National Disaster Center 
W ILKES-BARRE, Pa. (AP) 
- 
Rep. Daniel J. Flood has called for a 
national disaster center to coordinate 
recovery efforts from natural catast­ 
rophes. 
The lesson of tropical storm Agnes 
demonstrated “the urgent need for a 
permanent, ready-alert disaster action 
agency,” Flood told a disaster plan­ 
ning conference here Saturday. 
He noted Agnes caused more than $6 
million damage in seven states, more 
than half of it in Pennsylvania. 
“If enemy missiles or bombs would 
wipe out the Wyoming Valley, the 
Defense Department could have a 
recovery plan in operation in an hour,” 
the Pennsylvania D em ocrat con­ 
tinued. “We can and should expect no 
less for civil disaster” such as floods, 
earthquakes, and tornadoes. 
Flood’s speech wound up the day­ 
long conference that had opened with a 
demand by Herbert S. Denenberg, 
Pennsylvania’s 
insurance 
com ­ 
missioner, for national catastrophic 
d isaster insurance. Such a bill, 
sponsored by Flood, now is before 
Congress.

Denenberg said that the national 
flood insurance coverage now in effect 
“is a joke, a fraud, and a disaster.

Video Trials 
To Reduce 
Appeal Time? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Use of 
video recordings instead of court 
reporters in criminal trials could 
reduce appeal time to the Ohio 
Supreme Court to as little as 90 
days, Franklin County Common 
Pleas Judge Clifford Rader said today. 
Average appeals time has been one 
year, Rader told newsmen at the start 
of the first day for using video and 
audio tape recordings in Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court. 
The court is testing mechanical 
recording devices in its criminal trials 
for one year under a $60,000 grant from 
the federal I,aw Enforcement As­ 
sistant Administration. 
While other states have utilized 
recording devices for some cases, this 
is the first time an entire year’s 
proceedings will be taped, said 
I Laurence V. Stone, general manager 
of Video Record, Inc. 
A video camera is aimed only at the 
witness chair, but audio recorders are 
placed all around the courtroom, 
allowing maximum sound taping, 
Rader said. 
Use of cameras and tapes will 
provide “ absolutely accurate’’ records 
of court proceedings, Rader said.

Congressman William H. Harsha 
today disclosed detailed tabulations of 
his 1973 Sixth District questionnaire.

Editor’s Note; The government says 
there are 13,340 industrial poisons. The 
following, second in a series from The 
AP Special Assignment Team, dis­ 
cusses their dangers.

Your job may make you sick with 
anything from a skin rash to lung 
cancer. 


While some labor unions show in­ 
creasing concern over this age-old 
problem, the Nixon administration is 
trimming the staff size of the tiny 
agency assigned to solve it. 
The workplace is full of industrial 
poisons. Consider: 


—Dust from cotton, coal, silica or 
other substances can clog or scar your 
lungs. Asbestos does that and studies 
show that workers who breathe 
asbestos fibers have higher rates of 
lung cancer. 
—Fumes from benzene, a common 
solvent and chemical compound, can 


send you into consulsions. Printing 
pressmen, who breathe fumes from 
benzene ink solvent, suffer an ex­ 
cessive rate of leukemia. 
—Certain dye ingredients and some 
emissions from steel industry coke 
ovens are proven causes of cancer. 
So far the government has counted 
13,340 industrial poisons, and the list is 
growing as efforts to improve safety 
and health conditions in the workplace 
increase. 
Since the era of sweatshops ended 
early in this century, little prolonged 
attention was paid to job health. 
Unions concentrated mainly on raising 
wages. Polio, cancer and heart 
researchers were more in the limelight 
than public-health officials. Safety 
officials, the public and government 
worried more about auto accidents. 
But, by one rough government 
estimate, 100,000 workers die before 
their time each year because of oc­ 
cupational illnesses. That’s nearly 
double the yearly highway slaughter 
for all persons. 
Federal Agents M ake Error, 


Irately a new attitude seems to be 
emerging toward job health. The 
rubber workers union has written a 
safety-and-health clause into its latest 
contracts. 
A printers union 
is 
pressuring newspapers to protect 
workers from noise, dust and fumes 
around presses. 


The A FIX ’IO, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers Union is striking nine 
refineries and chemical plants of Shell 
Oil Co., which refuses to accept a safe- 
tv-and-health clause already adopted 
by most other big oil companies. 


The Labor Department’s 550 job- 
safety inspectors devote their primary 
attentions to cutting accidents in such 
high-risk industries as logging and 
longshoring. But they also give some 
attention to sniffing out five well­ 
known industrial poisons: asbestos, 
lead, silica, cotton dust and carbon 
monoxide. 
Meanwhile, the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is 
spending less for research into job 
liealth than it spends for dental or eye 
research. And it plaas to cut back 
sharply on training new industrial 
health specialists, despite an admitted 
national shortage of them. 
The explosion of technology in this 
century has brought its own poisons, 
some of them especially dangerous 
because their toxic properties aren’t 
found until workers have been 
sickened. 
The space-age metal beryllium, for 
example, was thought to Ix* non-toxic 
as recently as 30 years ago. Now it’s 
known that inhaling beryllium dust 
can cause disabling lung disease. 
Researchers are turning up unex­ 
pected new problems in some old and 
widespread job hazards. 
Noise, long known as a threat to 
liearing, is now thought by some 
researchers to cause heart strain, 
contraction 
of 
blood 
vessels, 
headaches, 
nervousness 
and 
sleeplessness. There is new evidence 
that carbon monoxide, deadly in high 
doses, can cause brain and lieart 
damage after long exposure to lower 
doses. 
Federal studies now are trying to 
find why dentists seem to commit 
suicide more often than other people, 


why hairdressers seem to have more 
lung and bladder cancer and why 
surgical nurses seem to have more 
miscarriages. 
This research is carried out by the 
two-year-old National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health, 
NIOSI!, which was set up within HEW 


by the jobsafety act. 
NIOSI! occupies a low’ priority in the 
Nixon administration. Its budget for 
next year is $26.8 million, less than half 
what the government spends on the 
Smithsonian Institution.

Terrorize Innocent Couples 


COLLINSVILLE, 111. (AP) - A man 
and his wife who were terrorized in 
their bedroom by federal agents say 
they will decide today whether to file 
criminal charges against members of 
a narcotics squad who have admitted 
they raided the wrong address. 
“ Imagine how horrible it was to 
have my wife having to watch me beg 
for my life,” said Herbert Giglotto, a 
29-year-old Collinsville boilermaker, of 
the raid last Monday night. 
He and his 28-year-old wife, I/mise, 
said on Sunday that they would meet 
with their attorney today in St. Louis. 
Another couple victimized by a 
similar raid the same night at their 
home a few miles north of the 
Giglottos’ apartment filed a $100,000 
damage suit Wednesday in U.S. 
District Court in Springfield. 
Donald Askew, 40, and his wife, 
Virginia, 37, said that, as in the raid 
the same night on the Giglotto apart­ 
ment, agents did not show search 
warrants but simply smashed through 
doors. 
St. I/mis officials of the federal Drug 
Abuse Enforcement Isogram have 
declined comment. 
But Myles J. Ambrose, director of 
the program and a special assistant 
attorney general, said on Sunday that 
an investigation is being conducted. 
Contacted at his home in Chevy 
Chase, Md., Ambrose said he un­ 
derstood that the agents involved in 
the raid were from the program’s St. 
I/niis office. 
Giglotto said that after the agents 
smashed through the front door they 
handcuffed him and his wife “ and 
shoved us face down on the bed.” 
He added: “There was a crew-cut 
psychopath who held a cocked pistol at 
my head and kept saying, You’re a 
dead man, you son-of-a-biteh. I’m go­ 
ing to kill you.’” 
Lifting 
a 
short, 
lime-colored 
negligee, Giglotto said : “ My wife only 
had this on. They kept gawking at her, 
and 
they 
wouldn’t 
let 
her 
get 


something to cover herself.” 
He estimated 15 agents were in his 
bedroom at one time, pulling open 
drawers and chests, tossing clothes 
onto the floor. Other rooms also were 
rifled. 
Giglotto said he pleaded for 15 
minutes for the agents to check his 
identification before one of the men 
came upstairs and said, “ We have the 
wrong people." 
Two FBI agents visited the Giglottos 
on Wednesday to apologize. 
Mrs. Giglotto said the FBI men told 
her they had received previous 
complaints about certain narcotics 
agents. 
Collinsville Police Chief Paul 
Cigliana later confirmed for the 
Giglottos and Askews that the raiders 
were federal agents.

TOKYO (AP) - Thousands of his 
subjects shouted “ Long life! I/mg 
Life!” as Emperor Hirohito celebrated 
his 72nd birthday.

flags visited the palace on Sunday. 
Hirohito, dressed in a cutaway suit, 
appeared behind a bullet-proof glass 
panel and waved to his admirers.

- Establish at the “ earliest possible 
time” federal controls for rent, wages, 
prices. 
The resolutions would need three- 
fourths approval of the nation’s 50 
governors to become official policy, or 
38 votes, while Democrats control only 
31 
governors’ 
offices. Gilligan 
predicted they will pick up the needed 
Republican support. 
Without dissent, the caucus also 


adopted what it called a “ position 
paper” urging thorough disclosure of

New Indiana Tax Setup Challenged 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Next week 
is the earliest a suit challenging the 
constitutionality of Indiana's new 4 per 
cent sales tax could get into court, 
according to the judge who will hear 
the case. 
The suit, seeking a permanent in­ 
junction against doubling the old 2 per 
cent sales tax. was filed by the Indiana 
Taxpayers Lobby in Marion Superior 
Court Monday afternoon, eight hours 
before the 4 per cent tax went into ef­ 
fect.

Pawnshop Offers 
Unusual Selection 


MEXICO CITY (APj — 
Little did Aztec emperor 
Montezuma dream the site of 
his magnificent palace in 
Tenochititlan would one day 
be a pawnshop. 
But it is and has grown to be 
Mexico's National Monte de 
Piedad, or national charity 
fund, with 28 branches en­ 
compassing all sorts of social 
services for the needy as well 
as functioning as a pawnshop. 
The Monte de Piedad is pa­ 
tronized by tourist and Mex­ 
ican alike in need of money or 
in search of a bargain. Middle 
and lower class bureaucrats 
make use of the Monte to pick 
up some quick cash to pay for 
a short holiday, or pawn an 
item when returning from a 
vacation to get money to live 
on until payday. 
Founded in 1775, the head 
office of the Monte de Piedad 
is a grandiose colonial struc­ 
ture built by Heman Cortes 
after his 
conquistadores 
seized the Aztec empire. The 
cavernous building is full of 
new and used merchandise, 
its high ceilinged, narrow 
corridors gloomily lit by bare

lights and serving also as 
temporary storage for some 
of the bigger items. 
A walk through Monte re­ 
veals its pawnshop-depart- 
ment store-market heritage 
transformed into something 
unique. One room is full of 
new washing machines and 
stoves, with guarantee tags 
flanging neatly from each 
item. Across the hall a room 
stacked with machine parts, 
featuring well-used welding 
units and a commodious bar­ 
ber's chair, has packages of 
dainty dolls in its window. 
The radio section — where 
one radio which lists for $30 
new in the States is $52 used 
here due to high import duties 
also has an obstetrical 
table. While such luxury 
goods as cameras and radios 
are fairly costly in Mexico, 
watches, the No. I item of all 
pawnshops, can be picked up 
fairly cheap. 
Some of the more unusual 
items are 19th century pistols 
for $20 or swords for $25. 
Furniture seekers at the 
Monte can buy fairly stylish 
pieces, nicely broken in, for a 
lot less than new. The Monte 
aims at selling its new goods 
below market prices, so those 
whose Spanish 
isn’t good 
enough to brave the markets 
could find good buys here. All 
new items come directly from 
manufacturers. 
Hi re comparison with con­ 
ventional pawnshops should 
end, for unlike most, Monte’s 
interest is not in accumulatig 
money or in its customers, 
but in the poor it serves. 
National pawnshops got their 
start in Persia in 1450 and 
were imported to Italy by 
I Lorenzo de 
Medici’s son, 
Pope I jeu X, 75 years later. 
Their use was then, as now, to 
provide a way for the poor to 
take out loans without having 
to go to usurious money 
lenders. 
Spanish Count Don Pedro 
Romero de Terreros, who 
made his fortune in a Mex­ 
ican silver mine, founded the 
present-day Monte with a 
capital of $24,000. 
According to Director of In­ 
formation Antonio Mora, the 
enterprise now boasts some 
$36 million capital with an 
average of $1,600 in loans

Owners 
of 
pawned items are given up to 
IO months to pay back their 
debts, paying a two per cent 
monthly interest on 
their 
balance, quite good for Mex­ 
ico, where interest rates are 
generally high. If they default 
in the interest payments, or 
don’t repay the loan, the item 
is placed on sale. 
Monte has no limits on what 
is accepted. Anything and ev­ 
erything, Mora said, exclud­ 
ing perishables, can 
be 
pawned. In 1971, Monte ac­ 
cepted a precious stone worth 
over a quarter of a million 
dollars, giving its owner an 
$80,000 loan. The gem was re­ 
deemed. 


But such transactions are 
unusual. “ Our first interest is 
directed to the needy,” Mora 
says, and “ social assistance 
is the justification of our exis­ 
tence.” Monte uses its profits 
to pay for a variety of benefi­ 
cial works, among them a 
private elementary school, a 
college of social work, five 
“ social assistance centers” 
with medical facilities and 
day care centers, an old age 
home and about 100,000 free 
meals monthly. 
In the social work school, 
one of the subjects taught is 
how to organize group discus­ 
sions on topics such as sex 
education, family planning, 
alcoholism and drug abuse. 
The emphasis is on the “ de­ 
velopment 
of 
the 
per­ 
sonality.” 


Naturally, an unconven­ 
tional store has its special 
problems. One of these is the 
“ coyotes,” unscrupulous ven­ 
dors who stand outside the 
Monte trying to pawn off 
shoddy, or sometimes stolen, 
merchandise 
at 
inflated 
prices. The coyotes, who 
“ constitute a true danger to 
the economy of the people,” 
according to a Monte bulletin, 
are being eliminated with the 
help of the civil authorities. 
Those the Monte considers 
tame enough are invited in­ 
side, where, along with local 
artisans, they can display 
their wares at fixed prices for 
an eight-cent fee, with the or­ 
ganization taking a two per 
cent commission.

HOME i A P) — If you are 
not a “ dottore” in Italy, you 
are nobody. 
But that doesn’t cause 
much of a problem since just 
about everybody is called 
“ dottore,” or something 
better. 
The word, used to designate 
a physician or someone with a 
doctorate degree in 
most 
countries, is said daily for 
many occasions. 
It cannot actually be a 
misnomer 
because 
it is 
derived from 
the 
Latin 
“ docere,” 
to 
teach. 
Everybody 
is 
teaching 
lomebody something in Italy. 
I>egally, however, the word 
is reserved for a university 
graduate, even if he has not 
gone through the doctorate 
stage. 
But in everyday life it has 
become the chief word of 
flatterers hoping to 
get 
somewhere. 
“ Buona sera, dottore," a 
waiter would welcome you 
entering a restaurant you 
don’t know. He expects a good 
tip. 
“ Avanti, 
dottore,” 
a 
parking lot attendant would 
say guiding you to an illegal 
s{K)t. He, too, expects a good 
tip. 
A calling card without the 
prefix “ Dott.” doesn’t im­ 
press anyone. Every jour­ 
nalist is a doctor even if he is 
a high school dropout. The 
third cameraman on a movie 
set carries the same title. 
In 
the 
South, 
the 
exaggeration is upped a rung, 
with 
doctors 
becoming 
“ professore.” 
Anyone who 
knows 
something 
about 
geometry is an “ ingegnere,” 
the engineer. 
.Mso in the South, par­ 
ticularly 
in Calabria 
and 
Sicily, a fam ily man of 
distinction and influence is 
“ don,” 
from 
the 
Latin 
“ dominus,” the master. 
In Naples, they will make 
you a “ cavaliere,” the knight. 
And throughout the nation 
many a man in his 50s, with 
wealth and a pot belly, 
becomes 
“ commendatore.” 
But 
both 
cavaliere 
and 
commendatore titles can be 
bestowed 
only 
by 
the 
president of the republic. 


“ As far as I am concerned, 
every customer is a dottore,” 
says a Home garage at­ 
tendant. “ I called somebody 
signore and he gave me hell 
for it.” 
There are complainers, 
however. 
“ I detest that title,” says 
Luigi Scialpi, publisher of the 
eriodical Vim d’ltalia (Wines 
of Italy). “ And I say so when 
they call me with that title.” 
Yet such titles seem in­ 
sufficient. II Messaggero, 
Home’s morning daily, said 
in its lead story recently: 
“ Italy 
is a 
country 
of 
presidents, no less than of 
doctors.” 
The newspaper found out 
that about 100,000 Italians list 
themselves as “ president,” 
most of them of state-owned 
or state-controlled business 
enterprises. That would be a 
president 
for 
every 
550 
Italians. Tax-paying non­ 
presidents are expected to 
complain. 
Women’s lib may not like it, 
but 
Italians 
don’t 
have 
similar titles for
